At the time 
I did not appreciate the significance of laden 
cans with their ends distended. But I

J carried my treasure home, put it on the 
kitchen table and attacked the top with a 
can opener. It was at that point that I bp- 
came aware of the gas created by ferment- 
ing fruit. 


Since then I have salvaged no bulging cans, 

A prairie-reared cousin, visiting us, once 
saw in the bloated carcass of a dead sealion 
floating at the Kelp line the raw material for 
a sealskin coat for his mother.._When he 
perforated the hide with a pike pole and the 
deceased got right back at him, he became 
a sadder and wiser boy — and a bit better 
beachcomber, 

We who now watch the decay of a dying 
craft have never malevolently hoped for, or 
encouraged, wrecks, We have only taken 
some good from the evil. But the: era and 
the skill of the beachcomber is passing. 
When perishables go down in boxcars and 
there appears no hope of salvage, perhaps 
it's time. :

Improvements to Royal 
Jubilee Hospital have not 
been permitted by its gover- 
nots to stop with two new 

‘ wings: an extra $300,000 is 
being spent on bringing the 
rest of the building up to 
date. 

: This includes two new ele- 
vators, complete rewiring, a 
nearly-full load diese] plant 
for emergency power sup- 
ply, expansion of the emer- 
gency ward, expansion of 
second floor functions in 
former radiology quarters 
and general sprucing up of 
other areas. 

An important, feature of 
the new wings is creation of 
a master transformer and 
switch vault in the base- 
ment. This will be the new 
entry point of electrical 

er supply for the whole 
tal, 


It means relocation of the 
present power. cables, and a 
boost of capacity to enable 
them to handle a vastly in- 
creased supply of energy. 

In turn, this means the 
building must be rewired to 
handle the new load. 

The problem will be te ac- 
complish the switch - over 
without loss‘of power or in- 
terruption of hospital func. 
tion, a neat trick. 

There are three elevators 
i the centre and east blocks 
of Jubilee, two of which 
must be replaced with new, 
automatic cages like the three 
in the new wings. 

This will necessitate shut- 
ting them down in turn as 
unobtrusively as possible. 

The diesel generators will 
provide emergency power 
for the first time, Up to

new edifice, 73 years later. 
But the foundations rest 
on a much older tradition— 
the 105-year-old original hos- 
pital in the Colony of Van- 
couver Island. It was only 
a cottage, but the same spirit 
of benevolence that caused it 
to be donated by a “Mr. 
Blinkhorn” in 1858 adheres 
today, evidenced by the gen- 
erosity of all the people of 
Victoria who gave their 
money for the new wings. 
Those wings are splendidly 
finished, providing six floors 
of four-bed wards, each pair 
with its Own bath; 24 private 
rooms with separate - bath 
and 12 semi-private rooms. 
And cognizant of forth- 
coming needs, hospital plan- 
ners have jeft a margimsof 
expansion for another 32 
beds, for a total capacity, of 


195 beds, or a total finished - 


capacity of 550 beds embrac- 
ing every department in the 
hospital. 


Last Word 


The establishment repre- 
sents the last word in gen- 
eral hospital accommodation 
—and the largest—in the 
city. 

Starting ‘at ground level 
there is, for the first time 
since the 1890 brick building, 


a proper main entrance to: 


the hospital. 

It is off the driveway and 
court-like area between the 
Royal Wing and Maternity 
Pavilion, where. canopied 
sidewalks lead up to double 
plate glass doors and a hotel- 
like foyer. 

For this, the people of 
Victoria have the Royal Jubi- 
lee Hospital Junior Auxil- 
lary to thank. 

At its insistence—and ex- 
pense—the hospital’ board 
was persuaded to engage 
world-famous interior- de 
signer Allan Edwards to 
plan the entrance rotunda. 

As a result, incoming pa- 
tients will enter a black wal- 
nut - panelled, restful atmo- 
sphere with comfortably fur- 
nished waiting area featur. 
ing intricately designed cross- 
membered screens, also 
made of walnut. 


The now completed L-shaped wing stands five storeys high and joins the main hospital building and 
maternity building, converting the hospital into a single E-shaped building facing Fort Street. 


In addition to providing much needed hospital facilities in this city, this major construction project 
has provided employment for scores of men in this community over the past two years, and will 
mean permanent employment for many.
